Hope for normal produc- 
tion which will give the people the 
goods they need and give veterans 
the jobs they must have depends 
on letting congress know of this 
demand, he said 


Free collective bargaining, free 


operation of the American genius 
for invention and efficiency, and 
:ooperation that is honest between 
government and industry—these 
are needed, he said 


Production Called Answer 


"Increased production alone will 


stop the inflation which already is 
upon us", Green said. 


He asserted that inflation is 


based in part upon the government 
taking almost one-fifth 
of all 


wages, and more than a fifth of 
all profits, to meet the increased 
national debt and increased spend- 
ing. 


"In fact, the ogre of inflation is 


growing as fast under our hopeless 
program of so-called stabilization 
as John Barleycorn grew under 
federal prohibition", he said. "And 
so long as goods are scarce, we 
shall have the inflation of the 
black market, as insidious as the 
intemperance of the 'blind pigs'." 


This national issue also is a vital 


state issue because unless govern- 
ment bungling is stopped it will 
stop activity everywhere, he said. 


Links Strikes and OPA 


The two factors that halt pro- 


duction—strikes and the OPA— 
cannot be separated in most in- 
stances, he said. Most of the large 
strikes dragged out for weeks and 
months because the federal gov- 
ernment favored higher 
wages 


while denying iigher prices. He 
sketched in some detail the in- 
stances of this in various indus- 
tries.

Washington, March 23—(AP)— 


A more hopeful feeling on future 
international relations pervaded 
the Capital today as a new Unit- 
ed States ambassador prepared to 
leave for Moscow. 


Generalissimo Stalin's 
avowal 


of faith in the United Nations 
Organization was taken as an en- 
couraging prelude to the depar- 
ture of Lt. Gen. Walter Bedell 
Smith, the new envoy, for his post 
in the Soviet capital. He plans to 
leave tonjorraw'. 


President Truman's reaction to 


the Stalin statement was that he 
had always known the way the 
Russian leader felt. 
A White 


House spokesman disclosed this 
last night. 


While lawmakers generally wel- 


comed Stalin's declaration that no 
nations or their armies are seek- 
ing another war, there were many 
crossed fingers on Capitol Hill. 
The doubt was whether future 
Russian policy would back up 
everything Stalin had to say. 


Senator Hatch (D-NM) asserted 


it is up to Russia now to make 
hei actions conform with Stalin's 
assertion that the strength of 
UNO lies in equality "and not on 
the principles of the domination 
of some states over others." 


Thinks Stalin Misunderstands 
.The New Mexico senator told a 
reported that after reading an in- 
terview with Stalin obtained by 
Eddy Gilmore, Associated Press 
Moscow correspondent, he believes 
the Soviet chief of state has a 
"complete misunderstanding" ot 
free speech as it is known in this 
country. 


He referred to Stalin's remarks 


that. 


"It is necessary that the public 


and ruling circles of the powers 
organize a world wide counter- 
propaganda against the propagan- 
dists of a new war, and for the 
insuring of peace—so that not a 
single act of the propagandists of 
a new war should remain without 
due rebuff on the part of the pub- 
lic and press, so that the incen- 
diaries of war may thus be ex- 
posed in good time and may have 
no chance of misusing freedom of 
speech against the interests ol 
peace." 


"Propaganda, counter or other- 


wise, will not allay fear caused 
by actions belying words," declar- 
ed Hatch, a member of the senate 
foreign relations committee and 
close personal friend of Truman. 


Sajh Russia Holds Key 


"If the great Soviet Union and 


the other nations fathfully adhere 
to the 
basic principles of the 


San Francisco charter, all fear 
will disappear overnight. 


"There must be recognition of 


the equal rights of all nations, 
large and small, with total aban- 
donment ol" all attempts to con- 
trol or dominate politically or mili- 
tarily other nations. Russia her- 
self nolds the key to the present 
world situation '

Ohio) said he couldn't agree with 
what he interpreted as Stalin's

Chicago, March 23. — (AP)— 


Mark A. Freeman, of Chicago, was 
convicted by a Federal court jury 
early today of defrauding invest- 
ors of $500,000 in whisky ware- 
house receipts.

were charged with obtaining whis- 
ky warehouse receipts from ap- 
proximately 600 persons through- 
out the country on the promise 
the liquor would be bottled and 
sold at a profit.

of the Small War Plants corpora- 
tion but recently were made part 
of the Reconstruction Finance cor- 
poration. 


You have to prove your case 


to the RFC. If you do, the gov- 
ernment becomes your agent and 
buys the goods for you from the 
War Assets corporation. In doing 
this it exercises top priority and 
may get you material reserved 
for priority holders but which you 
could not have obtained as a vet- 
eran. 


Whether this second method is 


to your advantage, however, de- 
pends on the circumstances 
of 


your particular case. 


It makes no difference to the 


RFC, legally at least, 
whether 


you are a veteran or not. But 
you have to be a SMALL business 
man to do business with them in 
this way.

That means your business does 


not dominate or is. not affiliated 
with one which dominates its field 
and that you will have less than 
500 employes.

Risk for Growers 


Southern Illinois Hills to 


Glow With Blooms; 


Frost is Peril 


Centralia, III, March 23.—(AP) 


—It's peach blossom time again in 
Egypt, turning southern Illinois 
into a diorama of scenic loveli- 
ness. 


By Sunday the peach buds are 


expected to make the hillside or- 
chards blush pinkly with blooms, 
giving an illusion from a distance 
of gigantic flower beds that at- 
tracted annual prewar pilgrimages 
of tourists to view the spring 
splendor. With the arrival of the 
first peacetime spring in several 
years, this heartland of Illinois 
peach production anticipates a 
mass return 
of sight-seers 
in 


queues of automobiles wending the 
region's roads. 


Such an early blooming makes 


the growers' gamble more hazard- 
ous. 
With the customary "ifs," a 


better than 1,000,000-bushel state 
crop has been forecast. This would 
be under last year's 1,638.000-bush- 
el output. However, says Roy Fra- 
zier here, one of the area's fore- 
jn o s t 
grower-wholesalers who 


helped harvest an approximately 
$2,000,000 crop last year. 


Gamble Against Frost 


"The bud set today is a whole 


lot better than was anticipated 
when the 1.000,000-bushel predic- 
tion was made. But it still is a 
ereat gamble that the crop would 
be wiped out in a night. We lost 
'em as late as May 4 in 1932. when 
little peaches were frozen, and 
back in 1916 a freeze caused us 
to lose everything in late April." 


So. the 1946 lUinois peach crop 


may be out on a limb, but not if 
freezing temperatures continue to 
by-ps.3S orchards. 


This year's bloom in deep south 


state orchards was about two 
weeks ahead of normal. Frazier 
forecast blossoms would be out as 
far north as the Centralia area by 
tomorrow if warm weather pre- 


vails. Last year Metropolis report- 
ed blooms in Massac county on 
March 25, while in 1944, blooms 
first burst forth in the same area 
by March 18. 


L. L. Colvis, manager of the 


Fruit Growers' exchange at Car- 
bondale, said: 


Crops Determine Fortunes 


"We are keeping our fingers 


crossed just now. If blossoms es- 
cape freezing there will be a fair- 
ly good crop of peaches, although 
not so heavy as last year. 


"A heavy frost or a light freeze 


just now, however, as the flowers 
are opening and pollination is tak- 
ing place would do a lot of dam- 
age. The fruit, will stand consid- 
erably more cold two weeks from 
now than it will at this time." 


As the peach crop goes here, so 


goes growers' fortunes. When the 
crop is good, all business booms. 
Telegraph offices 
are swamped 


with ofders. Wholesalers take on 
extra help. Pickers and packers 
are in great demand later. Comes 
mid-August and migrant peach 
pickers who live Gypsy-like exist- 
ences pour in on trucks, their 
hitchhiking thumbs and sundry 
other means from Mississippi, Ar- 
kansas, Missouri and Kentucky 
chiefly, with a sprinkling few from 
other southern states.

apparent in a private conversation 
which I had with him on the eve 
of his departure for Rome, where 
he will continue his study. His 
thirst for 
information impelled 


him to rob me of my prerogatives 
as a reporter and he proceeded to 
ply me with questions about the 
position in -Central Europe, which 
Mrs. 
Mack and I have just toured. 
Uses Past Knowledge 


It was easy to see that he was 


working from the encyclopaedic 
knowledge 
which he 
acquired 


while food relief administrator for 
Europe at the end of the last war. 
I saw a great deal of him at that 
time as an Associated Press cor- 
respondent. 


His present problem makes the 


dilemma of Old Mother Huobard 
look like the plenty of a Sunday 
school picnic.

there just isn't the food— and 
there 
won't be 
anything 
like 


enough food until after the har- 
vests several months hence. No 
wonder Mr. Hoover says the next 
four months are the crucial ones. 


He points out that the immedi- 


ate relief must come from North 
and South America. That's where 
the grain and other foodstuffs are. 
This means that 
Canada, 
the 


United States and the Argentine 
have to play atlas to the world 
for a third of a year. 


Swayed By Hunger 


A third of a year—and what 


tragedy can develop in that time 
if the food emergency isn't met. 
Mr. Hoover will find (and prob- 
ably foresees it already) that the 
passions of Europ- 
are 
being 


swayed by hunger. Folk in the 
hard-hit areas are reaching willy- 
nilly for new political nostrums 
in the hope that they will bring 
relief. 


Thus we have political chaos in 


various of the liberated countries, 
and in the conquered states the 
labors of the occupation authori- 
ties are being increasingly diffi- 
cult because of public bitterness 
over short rations. 
The reform 


and rehabilitation of Europe are 
in the melting-pot—and the _ fire 
isn't doing so well. 


Mr. Hoover points out that the 


situation calls for sacrifices by 
the haves and the have-nots Four 
months, of course, won't replenish 
the world's cupboard, but it will
